During this part of their | 
devoiion some are seen to tremble and | 
shake. When over, the minister delivers 
an address to the people, and frequently | 





expatiates ou the necessity of being pre-| 
pared to worship God in the dance and fi- | 
nally bids them to be ready for labour | 
They then, therefore, throw off their evats. | 
and commence a regular and sometimes | 
swift step towards the elders, who stand | 
in front, and sing some lively tune, simi- 
lar to those played on the violin at coun- 
try dances. They draw forward a little 
distance, then exercise their feet a few 
seconds, after which they saddenly turn 
about, recede, and again advance, and 
thus alternately for one or two hours. 
Sometimes they go promiscuously about 
the house ; af other times they pass sud 

denly around the room, clapping their 
hands. Some of them are occasionally 
seized with fiis of turning suddenly on the 
heel like a top, with violent bodily agita- 
tion, which often lasts for more than an 
hour. Some of them now and then speak 
in an unknown tongue. They never pray 
voeally, but all kneel and each pray. for 
himself in silence. When the meeting is 
closed, they all retire in the same order in 
which they came. 

Church Government.—The officers are, 
Elders aud Deacons, the former have the 
superintendence of the Society, the latter 
transact the temporal affairs. 

All things in common.—It is expeeted 
that all who join the Society will give up 
their property, but it may be retained if 
preferred.

In past years we have not unfrequently adorn- 
ed our pages with extracts from the Journal of 
this distinguished convert. He is still faithful, 
and though the subject of many infirmities, holds 
on his way rejoicing. Under the date of Sept. 
5th, 1822, he writes to the Rev. Daniel Corrie, in 
the fo'!lowing manner : Ed. 

“ | your unworthy scholar, according to 
your desire, submit an account of the affairs 
of the church at Agra. 

By the favour of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
all the Hindoostanee and English Christi- 
ans at Agra continue to pass their time as 
usual, with thanksgiving. Several per- 
sons have fallen asleep in the Lord Jesus 
of whom I will give a separate account. 

In the first place, I will give you an ac- 
count of our public worship Morning 
and evening prayers are attended by 21 
men and 22 women daily ; and on Sunday, 
by the grace of God, the whole place of 
worship is filled, and often it will not con- 
tain all who attend. When General 

Shouldham comes from Muttra to Agra, 
he and bis lady, and all the christians who 
attend him, come to our place of worship ; 
and when the Board of Commissioners was 
here, and when the Judge of the Circuit 
held his Court here all the writers belong- 
ing to them attended public worship; and 

many Hindoos and Mussulmans come oc-

tians, that the space about the church may 
remain clear and that there may be room 
for the buggies and carriages of those that 
attend 

Mr. Cannot is dead; and Gorgeen Beg 
and three women of ihe Kuittra are fallen 
asleep in Christ. Gorgeen Beg died re- 
joicing and praising God ; and the three 
women seemed to exceed one another in 
their confidence in the Lord Jesus, at the 
time of death. 

Through the goodness of God, brother 
Simon arrived here on the Ist of Septem. 
ber ; I was greatly rejoiced to see him: T 
had no hope that I should again behold him 
in this life ; he has been laid up with se 
vere fever these two days: I hope in God, 
that this illness, arising from fatigue, tnay 
speedily be removed. Gabriel remains 
employed inthe school ‘The Rev Mr.

Since being here, we have heard but 
two Catholic sermons. ‘They seldom 
preach. The former of these sermons was 
in praise of the Virgin Mary, accompani 
ed with a high degree of vociferation and 
of action. ‘The second was similar in 
manner, but the subject was the character 
of Christ. The speaker of this, as in the 
other ease, addressed himself wholly to 
the passions of the audience. He stood 
near, and partly in front of an image of 
the expiring Saviour, and often fixing his 
eyes upon it, and addressing himself to it, 
endeavoured to make the same use of it as 
Anthony did of the body of Ceesar. 

The common people are, as you may 
well suppose, exceediagly ignorant about 
every partofreligion.

‘The priests 
are exceedingly vigilent to keep all religi 
ous tracts and Bibles out of the hands of 
the common people, and the people them- 
selves seem very well contented that their 
responsibility should lie entirely on the 
shoulders of the priests.

OSAGE MISSION. 


The following is anextraet of a letter 
from the Rev. Wm. P. Vaill, Superinten 
dent of the Union Mission Family. Osage 
Nation, to the Secretary of the Female 
Mission Society, Georgetown (D. C.) 


DEAR MISS=———, 


Your letter in behalf of the Georgetown 
Ladies Society, dated Dee 1822, reached 
us in July last. It may be long before an 
answer reaches you. Svill it may afford 
you some encouragement and consolation. 
The first child was young. and his fath- 
er preferred not to have his name changed. 
Therefore when another who was of full. 
blood came, not hearing from you, we did 
not hesitate to confer the name and bene- 
fit on him. 

And to what means shall we aseribe his 
being here, but to your prayers P He came 
with three others of his age. They have 
all left us yet Robert is here. He himself 
bas twice deserted, and staid several 
weeks ata time, among his friends, yet he 
is here. “ What meaneth this ?” ‘That 
Robert cannot get away? We have an an- 
swer from experience “ Ask and it shall 
be given you” The mystery seems to be 
unfolded by your letter, for when we heard 
that Robert was the subject ofsocial pray 
er, we did not wonder at his trying to get 
away, and not sueceeding. Therefore be 
encouraged to pray, and not to faint. 
Robert is a youth of 15 years of age, of 
middling stature, and good native talents. 
If he is deficient in any natura) quality, i: 
is stability ; a great deficiency in man- 
kind generally, and in the Osage people 
in particular. He does not ineline to learn 
any trade, but rather to ba, * Wa guas 
reh pu eh” i.e. a skilful teacher. He is 
probably as forward as any full blooded Os- 
age in the nation, and will svon be a good 
interpreter, though he is not so mach ad- 
vanced in speaking the English language 
as if there had been some leader of the na 
tion acquainted with it, who would make 
it popular among them. Such a leader 
is much wanted. Our prayer for R. is 
that God would earry him through, into 
the light, that he may form a east, and be- 
eome aleader. While we have prayed we 
have been obliged te use the most tender 
eare. He hardly yet sees the good de. 
signed for him, has natural pride, which 
makes great patience needful Pray for 
him, and pray for his teacher, Mr. Spauld- 
ing 
Our school at present consists of 413 
scholars Many have first or last left us. 
The parents are chiefly to blame, for the 
children are invariably contented. ‘They 
are a lovely company. With a few ex 
ceptions, no children can be more pleasing 
than these. The health of the family is 
as good as usual. ‘here appears to bea 
spirit of union and activity. May we hold 
out tothe end. May God bless your en- 
deavoars, May the blessings of many 
come upon you,

The following animating letter from a gentleman 
in Bristol, (England) to his friends in this city, 
has been politely furnished us for insertion in 
the Observer :— 


After a fagging week in the Seamen’s 
cause, I sit down to give you an outline of 
our proceedings. On Monday, the Rev. 
John Davis, of Bath, preached an admira- 
ble sermon at the Baptist meeting, Broad 
Mead, from “ whois my neighbour,” Luke 
x. 29, taking in the whole parable of the 
good Samaritan, ard applying it to the ne- 
glected Seamen. The old veteran, Rev. 
Rowland Hill, in his 80th year, preached 
on Tuesday evening at the Tabernacle, to 
at least 2,000 persons, from Zechariah iv. 
6. ‘Not by might,” &c. On Wednesday 
morning the public meeting took place at 
the Assembly Room, R. H Martin, Esq. 
the Treasurer of the Port of London Society 
in the chair a most delightful and ani- 
mated meeting.— In the evening, the Rev, 
Mr. Sherman, of Reading, preached from 
Numbers x 29. “ Come with us,’’ &c. at 
the Seamen’s Chapel, to at least 1,000 peo- 
ple—perhaps 400 seamen present—one of 
the most faithful and affectionate discourses 
of an hour and a half you ever heard—the 
congregation so still, you might have heard 
a pin fall—the collections about 69¢. which 
with 60/, the balance in hand after paying 
for the ship, fitting, and expenses of man- 
agement, (1400/.) leaves us in velvet ; and 
to the honor of Bristol be it said, we are 
the only Society (we know of) out of debt 
and a large balance in hand. The Keport 
will be sent by the next ship, and will give 
you great pleasure in the perusal, Seamen, 
mates, their wives, and even landsmen have 
been converted during the past year. 

We have recently established a Marine 
School for sea-boys and seamren It is yet 
in embryo.—One of our West India mer- 
chants, who has lately been seriously im- 
pressed, took the chair and for the time 
made an admirable speech 

Our Missionary Society also recently 
held their meeting, and between 6 and 700/. 
was collected. The Jews’ Society also 
have just met, and the Baptist preceded it; 
so that you see we have been fully employ- 
edand drained. “ The silver and the gold 
are the Lord’s,” and he inclines his people 
liberally to aid these benevolent objects.

“ THE FIRST LIE REFUTED.” 
THE TEXT 18, Gen. lil. 4. 


“ The afforntment of the Day of Judg 
ment, so solemnly, and repeatedly annour 
ced in the divine word, assures us of the 
futility of the serpent’s plea, Ye shall not 
sureiy die. The day is fixed—the Judge 
appointed ; even one who searcheth the 
hearts, and hath the reins of the children 
of men, that he may render to every ane 
according to his works We must all 
stand before the judgment seat of Christ. 
Each of you, my hearers, must behold him 
sitting on his great white throne ; each of 
you must receive your sentence from his 
lips: And while some are invited by the 
King, as the blessed of his Father, to enter 
into the Kingdom prepared for them from 
the foundation ofthe world ; others shall be 
4ommanded to depart from him, as accurs- 
ed into everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and hisangels. And letnone deceive 
themselves with vain hopes, that the second 
death shall lose its power, after a season, 
over them that are cast into the lake of fire 
and brimstone ‘The only restitution of ali 
things, of which any of the Prophets have 
spoken, is that which will be completed at 
the second coming of Christ. Acts iii. 21 
It behoved the heavens to receive Jesus, 
till that period ; but ¢hen he shall be re 
vealed from heaven, with his mighty an 
gels, taking vengeance on them who know 
not God, and who obey not the Gospel of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. This is the very 
time of the commencement of the main 
punishment of the wicked, and not of their 
restoration to happiness. Nor is any such 
event to be expected afterward ; for “ they 
shall be punished with everlasting destruc- 
tion, from the firesence of the Lord, and 
Jrom the glory of hia power.” And the 
misery of sinners is represented as cceval 
with the happiness of the righteous The 
very same word is used in the original to 
express the duration of both, Matt xxv. 46. 

“Tfthe former have room to hope, that 
@onian* fiunishment means a limited dura-

tive aionios, used in both clauses of the text above 
quoted, and translated everlasting or eternal : 
applied to the everlasting God, Rom. xvi. 26. 
and twenty-five times in the gospels respecting 
the happiness of the righteous, and applied to 
the punishment of the wicked. Jatt. xviii. 8.— 
XXv. 46. Mark iii. 29. 2 Thess i.9. Jude vii. 
Regarding the curious improvement in the trans- 
lation of the English Bible, the following pertinent 
remarks by another hand are subjoined. They 
are extracted from a Pamphlet published in 1799, 
under the title of Free Srrictores, &c. The 
author though he has not given his name, we be- 
lieve to be Mr. S. Fisnen, of Morwich, author, 
also, of another piece on the same subject, entitled 
The Perfection of Scripture Vindicated, &c. ina 
letter to Mr. William Vidler. Both these pam- 
phlets are very ably written, and merit the atten. 
‘ton of such as desire to see a more ample discus- 
sion of the subject. Mr. Fisaer has carefully ex- 
amined the various texts of Scripture which are 
usually adduced by his opponents, when defend. 
ing their sentiment, and, in my opinion has re- 
futed their glosses with much success. Address- 
{ng these writers on the attempt to support their 
sentiment by altering the translation : he says,— 
* You have expelled from the New Testament 
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tion of suffering, the latter must have room 
to dread, that «onian dife may mean a limi- 
ted period of enjoyment ; for it is extreme- 
ly improbable that the same term should 
mean infinitely more in the last clause than 
it did in the preceding As this interpre- 
tation, therefore, can benefit none but the 
demned, so none should admit it except 
those who mean to vo to hell; and, O that 
they would consider their ways and be wise! 
Now I have entered upon this subject, let 
it be carefully remarked, that if those who 
die in their sins, are to be saved at last, 
| their salvation, come when it may, must be 
either by grace, or without it: through 
Christ, or without the influence of his medi- 
ation. Let then the advocates for Univer- 
sal salvation choose their ground, and keep 
to it If they say, that the salvation of 
them who will be lost for an age, or for 
ages, after the dgy of judgment, will be at 
last accomplished 6y grace and through 
Christ, let then: reflect, that by this con- 
cession the justice of eternal fivnishment is 
admitted Let such persons, therefore, 
beware that they never attempt to support 
thei: scheme by arguments which imply 
the contrary Let them beware that they 
be not accessary to the longer punishment 
of the damned, by sending them to hell 
with hardening prejudices in their minds 
which shall keep them from acknowiedg- 
ing their demerit, and their need of salva 

tion by grace And let those who are in- 
clined to imbibe this sentiment serzous:y 
consider, whether it be safe to conclude, 
without a far more express revelation than 
can be found in the BisLe, that God wilt 
not punish sin as long as he jus:ly might 
punish it. Butif it should on the other 
hand be said, that the salvation of those 
who will have suffered for sin in their own 
persons, will mot be of grace, nor at all 
owing to Christ; let them then be remind 

ed that two discorlant songs will be heard 
in heaven, after those who had once been 
damned get there! One company extoll- 
ing grace and the dove of the Lamb; butthe 
other professing that they owe nothing to 
either grace or Jesus. Moreover, if they 
who shall be released from hell are not 
converted and sanctrfied before they go to 
heaven, how can they possibly enjoy the 
purity of the New-Jerusalem, when they 
are admitted within the gates? Unholy 
souls will be incapable of a participation in 
the enjoyments of saiats and agels, in the 
presence of the holy God. A title to hea- 
ven would be of little use to them without 
a taste for heaven: while the company of 
such ungodly creatures as they would be 
extremely disgustful to all the former in. 
habitants of that high and holy place But 
if it be expected, that all those who died in 
their sins wr4/ be thoroughly converted be- 
fore they exchange hell for heaven; then 
{ must ask, how will this great change be 
effected ? Will it be produced by a greater 
effusion of the Holy Spirit there, than ever 
was afforded on earth? Or must it be ef- 
fected by their own wills, or by mere dint 
of torment? Ifit be by the agency of the 
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the plain English phrases, eternal, everlasting, for- 
ever, world without end,” &c. &c. and you have 
supplied their place with a word from a dead 
language, of which the common people know 
nothing ; and of the meaning of which you know 
as little. Hence we have, for Divine truth, such 
uncouth, unintelligible phrases as the following : 
eonian God, eontan gospel, eonian life. eonian con- 
solution, eonian covenant, eonian' punishment ; that 
Christ shall reign eonanly, & &c. wh.ch can 
convey no instruction to any living man, learned 
or unlearned; and you might as well have substi- 
tuted the cabalistic word abracadabra, It is hard 
gentlemen, extremely hard, that nine hundred and 
ninety-nine individuals out of a thousand at least, 
should be thus tantalized by having the Bible put 
into their hands, and being told it is a revelation 
from God, concerning matters of infinite moment, 
and every way calculated to make them supremely 
happy, if they receive it in its true light; when 
looking into the sacred volume for important in- 
formation promised, they there read of an eonian 
God, who regards the people with an eonian love, 
has made with them in Christ an eonéan covenant, 
provided for them an conian salvation, together 
with an eonian righteousness, through which they 
shall now experience conian consolation, and final- 
ly possess eonian life in an eonian kingdom ; but 
if they reject and despise all this, they will be 
compelled to suffer eonian punishment. In this 
case, how great their disappointment and mortifi- 
cation ! They apply to you for an explanation of 
the word xon1an, uponthe meaning of which the 
true import of every sentence depends. You tell 
them it means “ an age or hidden period,” and 
might be translated “ agicul,” or “ age lasting.” 
We may easily conceive how well qualified these 
persons will be, from such instructions, to give 
a reason of the hope that is in them. The most 
natural conclusion, indeed, is, that they will re: 
linquish all farther researches of this kind, and 
commence deists. A revelation founded in mys- 
ticism, every where accompanied with insupera- 
ble difficulties, replete with contradictions and 
terminating in vague conjecture, cannot without 
blasphemy be imputed to that Beng who is light, 


and in whom there is no darkness at all”?

Seeond—* Why is man punished 
for erimes sinee whatever he does proceeds 
from God. Man has no free will, for he 
eannot do any thing contrary to the will 
of God: andif he had power he would do 
every thing for his own good.” ‘Third, 
«“ How ean God punish Satan in bell fire, 
sinee he is formed of that element! And 
what impression can fire make on itself?” 
The dervise took up a large elod of earth 
and struck him on the head withit. The 
man went to the eadi and said “ I propos- 
ed three questions to such a dervise, who 
flung a clod of earth at my head, whieh 
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ABDOOL MESSEEH. 
In past years we have not unfrequently adorn- 
ed our pages with extracts from the Journal of 
this distinguished convert. He is still faithful, 
and though the subject of many infirmities, holds 
on his way rejoicing. Under the date of Sept. 


5th, 1822, he writes to the Rev. Daniel Corrie, in 


the fo'!lowing manner : Ed. 


“ ] your unworthy scholar, according to 
your desire, submit an accountof the affairs 
of the church at Agra. 

By the favour of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
all the Hindoostanee and English Christt- 
ans at Agra continue to pass their time as 
usual, with thanksgiving. Several per- 
sons have fallen asleep in the Lord Jesus 
of whom I will give a separate account. 

In the first place, I will give you an ac- 
count of our public worship Morning 
and evening prayers are attended by 2] 
men and 22 women daily ; and on Sunday, 
by the grace of God, the whole place of 
worship is filled, and often it will not con- 
tain all who attend, When General 
Shouldham comes from Muttra to Agra, 
he and bis lady, and all the christians who 
attend him, come to our place of worship ; 
and when the Board of Commissioners was 
here, and when the Judge of the Circuit 
held his Court here all the writers belong- 
ing to them attended public worship 5 and 
many Hindoos and Mussulmans come oc- 
casionally as if to see what is going on. 

Since my return to Agra five men and 
five women ( Hindoos) have been admitted, 
by baptism, to the profession of christians 
Forty persons reside in the Kuttra—13 
men, 16 women, six grown children, and 
five little ones ; and generally whatever 
Christians come to this city, they lodge in 
the Kuttra, and often so many strangers ar 
rive, that there is a scarcity of room for 
them. Onaccount of the excessively hea. 
vy rains, there has not been opportunity to 
build housesin the newly purchased groun4 
adjoining the Kuttra, for dwellings for the 
resident christians : for it is Mr. Wright’s 
intevtion toerect houses there for the chris- 
tians, that the space about the church may 
remain clear and that there may be room 
for the buggies and carriages of those that 
attend 

Mr. Cannot is dead; and Gorgeen Beg 
and three women of ihe Kuttra are fallen 
asleep in Christ. Gorgeen Beg died re- 
joicing and praising God ; and the three 
women seemed to exceed one another in 
their confidence in the Lord Jesus, at the 
time of death. 

Through the goodness of God, brother 
Simon arrived here on the Ist of Septem. 
ber ; I was greatly rejoiced to see him: I 
had no hope that I should again behold him 
in this life ; he has been laid up with se 
vere fever these two days: I hope in God, 
that this illness, arising from fatigue, tmay 
speedily be removed. Gabriel remains 
employed inthe school ‘The Rev Mr. 
Mill has arrived at Delhi, and is expected 
here in a few days. 

Thirty-five children attend the school— 
three, the children of Mussulmans, 17 of 
Hindoos, and 15 of Christians. 

My own state is briefly this; for some 
months I continued afflicted in several 
ways; anda bile gathered in my back, from 
which several pounds of flesh were cut ; 
all my friends were scarcely able to look 
atit,and were persuaded that I should bard- 
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Christ and the love of God, and the fellow- 
ship of the Holy Ghost, be with you and 
with us all !”” 

Abdool Messeeh was converted by the 
instrumentality of Henry Martyn This 
conversion took place while Mr. Martyn 
was a resident at Cawnpore, and some idea 
of the usefulness of this convert may be 
formed from a statement given in the life 
of Martyn from which it appears that 
“above forty adults and twenty children 
from the Hindoo have received Christian 
Baptism, all of whom with the exception of 
a single individual were converted by the 
instrumentality of one man (Abdool Mes 
seeh) himself the fruit of Mr. Martyn’s 
ministry.” [ Rel. Intel.

Extract of a Letter from Rev. Messrs. 
Bird and Goodell, tothe Rev. Dr. M’ 
Caulley of New-York Maria, June 
10, 1823. 

The present communication is designed 
fo present some facts illustrative of the 
state of the Catholic religion in this isiand, 

‘The number of priests and other ecele 
siasties in this city, is variously estimated, 
as1to15,and as 1 to 30. One cannot 
walk the streets without constantly meet- 
ingthem. The number of churches is be- 
tween 20 and 30, of which some are very 
large and splendid ‘They are kept open, 
every day for the inspection of the ecuri- 
ous. and for the ceremonies of the super-

‘The second was similar in 
manner, but the subject was the character 
of Christ. The speaker of this, as in the 
other ease, addressed himself wholly to 
the passions of the audience. He stood 
near, and partly in front of an image of 
the expiring Saviour, and often fixing his 
eyes upon it, and addressing himself to it, 
endeavoured to make the same use of it as 
Anthony did of the body of Ceesar. 

The common people are, as you may 


well suppose, exceediagly ignorant about 


every partofreligion. Saying their pray- 
ers in the morning seems to give them a 
license to cheat and pilfer all the day. 
The Sabbath isa holiday. ‘The priests 
are exceedingly vigilent to keep all religi 

ous tracts and Bibles out of the hands of 
the common people, and the people them- 
selves seem very well contented that their 
responsibility should lie entirely on the 
shoulders of the priests. Ask a common 
man about the doctrines of the Chureh, and 
he says he knows nothing about it: + This 
is no business of mine, but of the priests.”

“ The aftfiointment of the Day of Judg 
ment, so solemnly, and repeatedly annour 
ced in the divine word, assures us of the 
futility of the serpent’s plea, Ye shail not 
sureiy die. The day is fixed—the Judge 
appointed ; even one who searcheth the 
hearts, and hath the reins of the children 
of men, that he may render to every ane 
according to his works We must all 
stand before the judgment seat of Christ.

LETTER FROM MOUNT CALVERY. 

The following interesting Letter written upon the 
hili of Calvery, last May, is from Mr. King to 
his friend Mr. Wilder in Paris, we are indebted 
for it, to the Missionary Herald, for January. 


How shall I express to you the emotions 
I pow feel within my bosom! The hour 
is come, about which we so often convers- 
ed in the garden of Nauterre, and in the 
little eonseerated room in Paris My feet 
now stand on the awful hill, where our 
dear Lord and Saviour poured out his soul 
unto death, and finished the work of man’s 
redemption ! Here the arms of everlasting 
love were extended on the cross and here 
the meek and tender heart of the Son of 
God, was pierced with a spear! Here 
flowed that precious bleed in which our 

olluted souls must be cleansed, or be lost 
fr ever! 

1 suffered much in the wilderness from 
scorching winds, which were sometimes 
indeed dreadful to bear; and alse from 
want of pure water. All this however, 1, 
as it were, forgot, the moment my feet en- 
tered within the limitsof Canaan. Thus 
will the soul redeemed from sin. forget all 
the trials of its earthly pilgrimage, as soon 
as it enters the heavenly Canaan. 

I arrived here with my dear brethren. 
Messrs. Fi-k and Wolf, just one week be 
fore the passover, which we celebrated 
together on the anniversary of that sor 
rowful night. when our Lord was betray 
ed into the hands of sinners, and when he 
agonized in the garden of Gethsemane. 

We partook of the sacrament. in a little 
upper room on Mount Calvary, where I 
lodge. Some of the bread and wine. which 
you presented me on parting at Paris. and 
which I had preserved tll my arrival here 
we used as the emblems of that body which 
was broken. and that blood which was 
shed, for the remission of sins 

Last month we kept our first monthly 
Concert of Prayer, on the Mount of Olives, 
after which we went down to Bethany. 


In a letter to Mrs. Wilder, Mr. King 
observes : 


Of ali the places I have visited, Gethse 
mane and the Mount of Olives, Bethle 
hem and the field of the Shepherds, Zion 
and the waters of Siloah, delight me most 
1 would, also, add Bethany, the town of 
Martha, Mary, and Lazarus, whom Jesus 
loved, and whom he used to visit.

The 
mayor of Richmond, after examining all 
the evidence adduced aguinst him, has 
committed him to the jail of that city, to 
answer to the charge, before the United 
State’s Court in May next. [ Star.

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SENATE. 
Monday, January 12. 


The bill to abolish imprisonment for debt, was 
read a second time. 

The Senate resumed, as in Committee of the 
Whole, the consideration of the bill from the 
House of Representatives, “further extending 
the term of half pay pensions to the widows and 
children of officers, seamen, and mariners, who 
died in the public service,” with the amendment 
proposed thereto by the Naval Committee of the 
Senate. The amendment was agreed to, bill re- 
ported to the Senate, and passed, as amended, to 
a third reading. 

January 13. 


Mr. Lloyd, of Massachusetts, from the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, made a report accompanied 
with a bill authorising the President of the United 
States to have built, in addition to the present 
naval force, a number of sloops of war of the first 
class not exceeding ten in number, to carry not 
less than 26 guns each, of such description and 
weight of metal as the President may direct, and 
appropriating for this purpose, $850,000. This 
bill was read twice.

A message was received from the President of 
the United States, stating that he possessed no in- 
formation relative to the determination of any 
sovereign, or combination of sovereigns, to assist 
Spain in an effort to recover her laie colonies on 
the American Continent, or of any government of 
Europe having determined to resist such assist- 
ance or combination, which is not already known 
to Congress, that could be disclosed without inju- 
ry to the public good. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Maryland, offered resolutions 
requesting the President of the United States to 
communicate to the Marquis De la Fayette, an 
expression of the gratitude and attachment which 
the government and people of the Unied States 
cherish towards l:im ; to assure him that they re- 
joice in his contemplated visit to this country ; 
and that if he will state the time when it may be 
most agreeable for him to perform his visit, a na- 
tional vessel shall be provided for bis conveyance.

EXTRACT OF A LETTER, DATED 
Gibraliar, Nov. 27, 1823. 

“ At Cadiz, every thing wears a gloomy aspect, 
the Almada entirely deserted ; in the streets and 
at the opera, nothing was to be seen but Prench 
soldiers,the ladies (those enliveners of all society) 
having confined themselves to their houses, de- 
clining any acqaaintance with their unwelcome, 
self-siyled benefactors, liberators, &c. Indeed, 
we are glad to quit a place that wore a counte- 
nance of so much sorrow.” 

“The cause of liberty is done for the present 
in Uld Spain, and the Moly Aldéance not satisfied, 
are about to carry on their holy warfare to the ex- 
tinguishment of the cause of freedom on our side 
of the Alantic. Letters from a source to be relied 
upon, have been received here, stating that a 
Congress of the Allied powers is to be convened 
at or near Madrid, at which the subject of the re- 
duction of the South American colonies to sub- 
jection, is to be discussed. —England has been in- 
vited to join, but refused, and has further decla- 
red by her Ambassador, her intention of adhering 
to her before declared course of policy—and her 
intentions of acknowledging the independence of 
South America, provided her present agents re- 
port favorably—in fact, a wat between England 
and France, &c is considered almost certain. Ihe 
Russian Minister at Madrid, is said to talk loud 
of the United States as the source of all revolu- 
tionary principles, which trouble so much the 
crowned heads of Europe. The English are evi- 
dently courting our triendship, in hope, po doubt, 
ofa co-operation with them in their expécted con- 
test. ‘Two 74’s are here, having brought the 12th 
regiment of infantry to this place, and will take 
on board the 27th, for the West Indies—they are 
said to bare been fitted out in a great hurry.”
